Frm Smith, Edwards & Co.’s Monthly. Cotton 
Circular, Liverpool, November 30, 18° 7.) 

The prospects of our n arket have rot altered 
much during the past month; the statistical 
strength of the staple continues w be extranrci- 
nary, but the extreme depression of trade ard the 
anxious state of affa'rs on the continent quite 
neutralise it. 

Tuning to the first of thee we find that the 
deficit in vi-ible supp'y ap roaches the a’arm'ng 
figore of 700,000 baies, and in addition to this is 
the considerable deficit in stocks be!d by Euro- 
pean spinnere, which compctent judges put at 
150,000 bales; thet is to say, thee are 80000 to 
900,000 baies less cotton in the world than jast 
year. To tet against this prodigious deficiency is 
only the hope of... mecderate increase hence- 
forward ip the receipts at the American ports and 
in the next Indian crop-if th:t hope be disap- 
‘po'nted wé have a year of famine before us. We 
never knew the statistical position so strong and 
price so low. 

There is, however, great ancertainty ebout the 
American crop. The stafe of the case we may 
summerize as follower: The picking searon has 
been ore of the wettert we remem) er; the fin 
promise of crop which existed in September has 
been much impaired by constant rains during 
October and Noveurber in the}/Missistipp’ ya ley, 
and indeed over most of the count: y, pb king has 
been impsded to an ex'raordinary degree, and it 
is computed that a large portion of the crop, 
probably one-third or more, is still in the flelde, 
whereas Jast year picking was a’mort finished by 
th'stime, Im some respects this serson is similar 
to that of 1875-76, when much rain occurred in 
the fall, followed by a long and fne opeu winter 
which produced the maximum crop raised since 
the war. say 4,669,000 bales but thi: season killing 
frost occurred in most of the cotton be't in the 
first half of November, and the damage by rain 
bas in our opinion been more serious than in 
1815-6. No doubt much depends yet upon futore 
weather, pert aps 300,000 beles more or lees of the 
outstanding crop hinges upon that, bat ba'aucing 
one thing against another, we inglins to think 
that the charces are rather against the crop 
reaching 4,500,‘ 00; the final bureau estimate puts 
the growth at 4 rer cent below last year, and ax 
the weather las been bad since it was publishes, 
we doubt if there is ground for expecting mach 
increare upon that eetimate. There will be a 
large proportion of low cotton in tbis crop, 
anu the difference between the lower and better 
grades wil widen eonsidefably when the tpring 
shipments arrive. The accounts of the Bombay 
crop are favorab'e, excepiing Dhcllerah, and a 
moderate increase of shipments Is expected, but 
it wi] be late in the spring before they b ome 
visible, for the old supply of cotton seems quite 
exhausted, and shipments to Europe are almost 
nil at present. 

Altogether the prospects are that we shal go 
through the spring with au unusually small +tock 
of cotton, andi unless we are wboly mist k»n 
about the American crop, that we shall nevr 
come near to tne figures of laet year. As acon- 
sequence of this state of things, the American 
receipis will be watched with great e* gern «ss the 
next two or three months; the falling off this 
week is thought to be temporary, and it is 
expecied that Decem er and January will :un 
much ahead of last year, and wipe out a large 
portion of the great deficit of 34000) bales. 
Stouid that not take place, a rise iu prices may 
be expectei in spite of the depression of tale; 
indeed it will become self-evident that extensive 
and long continued short time will be uraverdable, 
and the margin to the producer wi! be drawn 
tigh‘er end tighter till that is brought about. 

On the other hand, a stroog restyai ing infla- 
ence will*be brought to bear up n the market 
from the uneasy lookcf political maiters. Franc, 
is in the throes of a ccnstitutional crieis, and 
apparently the preeide: t isdetermined to govern 
in opposition to the clearly expessed wiil of the 
nation It muy take aconsiderable time to solve 
the vifficulty, but we do no. apprehend any dis- 
turbance of the peace. 

The Russo Tu xish war is evidently approach- 
ing ac isie, and it seem that before jong either 
Turkey must sue for peace or be prepared to see 
a disrapiion of her empire. There may be a 
period of cunsicerable anxiety during the next 
month or two. We may eee either a: p-edy peace 
or grave interma'ional difficulties, en until all is 
se’tled it would ce unwise to take a sanguinary 
view of the busine:s. It seemsciear, however, 
hat ehou'd peace ani a general European settls- 
ment be reached next spring, a gr at rebound in 
prices wou'd be almost certain. 50 fac as. the 
immediate future is GOnceraoed, a p2r od of hea 
receipts would probably keer the market in chec¥, 
and perhaps cauge @ slight d¢cline.
